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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 





To the Citizens of the County of Cheshire: 


In compliance with the general statutes of the state, 
we, the commissioners of Cheshire county, herewith pre- 
sent to the citizens of the county our annual report for 
the year 1898 for your inspection, together with the 
reports of the superintendent of the county farm and 
house of correction, clerk of court, jailor, county solicitor, 
physicians and auditors. 


COUNTY FARM AND ALMSHOUSE. 


Another year has passed with profitable returns to the 
county, by the continuance of Mr. and Mrs. Asa A. Whit- 
man as superintendent and matron, respectively, of the 
county farm. Under their wise judgment and judicious 
treatment, the inmates have been well cared for, and their 
general health has been well looked after. Associated with 
them in the performance of their duty, Mr. and Mrs. 
Darling have been in charge of the insane department, 
while Mr. E. F. Nims has been retained as assistant 
superintendent, and Miss Margart Kilburn is at present 
the assistant matron. We are still of the opinion that 
with Mr. and Mrs. Whitman at the head of this great 
family, we have a couple who are of great benefit and 
value to the interests of the county, and who are persons 
whose qualifications are fully adapted to this kind of 
work. The crops have yielded a bountiful harvest. Truly 
we can say, that the poor are well provided for, and every 
attention is paid to the wants of the sick, aged and infirm, 
who come under their care. 
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The cost of maintaining the inmates the year just 
closed, has been in excess somewhat over that of the pre- 
vious one, aS you may see by a careful perusal of the 
report. 

In the management of the insane department more help 

has been required. While on the other hand, we have 
decreased our asylum bill in the last six months enough 
so that it only amounted to a little over $400. By look- 
ing over the reports of past years, you will see that for 
the same length of time, it has been almost $2,000. We 
can say with pleasure that the county at the present time 
is paying board there now for only two of its charges. 
' We have fewer boarders at the farm from the different 
towns that contribute to the treasury, than we have had 
for some time. This cause helps largely to diminish our 
income in that line. 

The shortage of the potatoes in the year 1897, which 
crop was a total failure, constitutes a large item in the 
‘ maintenance of the inmates. 

We have, we think, a satisfactory water system. During 
the year we rebuilt the dam at the reservoir, and now 
have plenty of water in all: parts of the buildings, not 
having had to pump a particle during the year. 

We would suggest one thing for the county farm, which 
should be procured in the near future, and that is, appli- 
ances and machinery for use in their laundry. 


OUTSIDE POOR. 


No great change has taken place in this department, 
although the expenditures have not been so great. 

Aid to dependent soldiers has increased this class of 
unfortunates, even to think that they can have more priv- 
ileges, and are entitled to what they may demand, more so 
than the ordinary pauper. This company of dependents 
. are divided into two classes, the first class, who are 
dependent and are willing to accept what is right and just. 
The other are the independent class, who are not satisfied 
with anything, and who find fault with everything. 
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The commissioners take this opportunity of thanking 
both the superintendent of the farm with his wife, and his 
able corps of assistants; also, the overseers of the poor of 
the different towns, and all others, who have in any way 
or shape, assisted or codperated with them in the manage- 
ment and care of the county’s poor. Our work together 
has been full of harmony and good feeling, and the citizens 
of the county can congratulate themselves upon the fact, 
that at the county farm they have those in charge whose 
desire and aim it is to look after the affairs of the county, 
and the comfort and care of those entrusted to their 
keeping. 


JAIL AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The same management, William S. Tuttle and wife, of 
last year, which was most satisfactory to all, has still 
been continued. The cost of running expenses has been 
reduced. See jailer’s report for further particulars.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners and Cuitizens 
of Cheshire County: 


GENTLEMEN.—In giving you my report I know that you 
are well acquainted with the working of this institution 
in all of its departments, and am glad to be.able to say 
that we have had no accidents or serious complications of 
any kind. 

The increased number of hopeless insane taken from the 
Concord insane asylum and added to our institution has 
caused us no inconvenience, and with the addition of help 
employed as attendants, we feel that those entrusted to 
our care have humane and careful treatment. Our wards 
are open to the inspection of Dr. J. A. Craig at all times; 
and we desire and expect him to visit any of the patients 
at all times that he may desire. I think that all old and 
pronounced incurable cases can properly be confined at the 
county farms, provided that a building or buildings are 
built and furnished for this purpose; but I do feel that all 
new and untreated cases should at once be taken to the 
state asylum, that they may receive the care and treat- 
ment that this institution is able to give. We have, Jan. 1, 
1899, thirty-six insane, against twenty-seven, Jan. 1, 1898. 
There are twenty-six whose condition is such that they are 
not allowed outdoor liberty, and five that have to be con- 
fined to their rooms most of the time. Mr. N. N. Darling 
is employed as attendant on the male wards, and Mrs. N. 
N. Darling as attendant on the female wards, and we feel 
that they are careful and considerate in the discharge of 
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their duties. Mr. Edwin F. Nims has been employed on 
the farm for the past three years and has been faithful in 
the discharge of his duties. Miss Margaret Kilburn is 
now employed as assistant matron, and Mrs. Zilpha Lillie 
at the cottage. Rev. G. H. French has officiated as chap- 
lain. I am pleased to say that the same cordial and 
pleasant feeling has existed in my connection with the 
commissioners as in all times past, and I much regret the 
change soon to take place by the expiring of Mr. Warren 
H. Butler’s term of office. 

The many packages of books and periodicals received 
the past year is a good proof of the outside interest in the 
pleasure of the inmates. Hoping the year 1899 may be a

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners for Cheshire 
County: 


GENTLEMEN.—I herewith submit my report as physician 
to Cheshire county almshouse. 

The different departments which constitute this institu- 
tion have apparently been under careful supervision the 
past year. 

The new asylum is used principally for female insane. 
It is modern in appointment, being well lighted and venti- 
lated, and fitted with all necessary equipments for the care 
and treatment of the various types of insanity. A very 
commendable feature in construction is the basement 
rooms, arranged for filthy patients, and can be flushed out 
with hose; thus to a large extent, removing the odor that 
is almost impossible to do by disinfectants. 

I am gratified that I am able to report the sanitary 
conditions are admirable; also, the perfect cleanliness of all 
departments. The absence of diseases in this institution, 
that are propagated by unsanitary conditions, is the best 
evidence of that care which is exercised for the protection 
of the unfortunate inmates. 

Six deaths have occurred during the year. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to the super- 
intendent and matron, Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, Mr. Nims, 
the assistant, Miss Margaret Kilburn, assistant matron, 
and Mr. and Mrs. Darling, the attendants in the male and

I have the honor to herewith submit my report for the 
year ending December 31, 1898. 

At the April term of that year, Proctor Austin was in- 
dicted for rape. He had lived with a girl as his wife who 
was under the age of consent. He plead nolo and gave 
his personal recognizance to appear when called for. 

Four indictments were found against Edward B. Chase 
for forgery. He made full reparation and paid costs, and 
gave bonds with I. N. Chase as surety and was discharged. 

George Emery, for horse stealing, was sentenced to three 
years in state prison. He also plead nolo to a charge of 
larceny, but no sentence was imposed. 

At the October term, George Dane was indicted for 
larceny and sentenced to three months in the house of cor- 
rection. 

Fred Grew, indicted for lascivious behavior, was sen- 
tenced to six months in jail, the mittimus to issue on call 
of the solicitor. 

Harry Wilcox, for larceny, was sent to the house of 
correction for five months. 

The only trial by jury, was state vs. David M. Chasi- 
son, for keeping malt liquor for sale. He was convicted 
and sentenced. 

Many prosecutions have been brought for violation of 
the liquor law, some in the supreme court and others 
before the police court, and a few petty offences have been 
prosecuted before the last named court.
